The storm of Saturday which did such great 


damage in Philadelphia and vicinity, extended 
to Chester where it raged with still greater force 
and fury. 
A writer says, " Our shores are 


strewn with wiecks, our streets filled with ru- 
ins, and from every section we hear tales of ter- 
ror and desolation and death, sufficient to appal 
the stoutest hearts." The town was inundated, 
houses demolished and bridges swept away.— 
The suspension bridge; the pride of the place, 
being the first chain bridge built in the world, 
was entirely destroyed. 
Neaily every bridge on 


Chester and Ridley creeks were also carried 
away. In addition to all this more than 20 lives are 
already ascertained to have been lost by the 
flood. In one or two instances entire families 
were drowned.
